In the 1960 Olympic Games Trials, Saskatoon 
sports fans thrilled to a world record performance 
in the 100 metres by Harry Jerome. Thanks to 
Harry’s great performance Saskatoon was “put on 
the map”. 

The 1960 Rome Olympics, as well as the 1962 
British Empire and Commonwealth Games were 
bitter disappointments for Harry. But Harry’s great 
competitive spirit enabled him to overcome both 
injury and criticism so that by 1964 at the Tokyo 
Olympics he proved he could “produce” in the 
big time. He won third place bronze medal in the 
100 metres and fourth place finish in the 200 
metres. He was the only male sprinter to reach the 
finals in both sprints in Tokyo. 

1966 was another fine season for this great 
sprinter. After equalling the world record of 9.1 sec. 
in the 100 yards on the new all-weather track in 
Edmonton, at the British Empire and Common¬ 
wealth Games Trials, he went on to Kingston, 
Jamaica, to win a gold medal in the 100 yard event 
— the first for Canada since Percy Williams, 1928. 

Saskatoon welcomes back Canada’s greatest 
sprinter, and wishes Harry the best of luck in the 
remaining years as an international competitor. 
The plaque to be seen at the entrance of this 
stadium was erected by the Sask. Branch 
A.A.U. of C. and the University of Sask. in recog¬ 
nition of Harry Jerome’s world record of 1960.

Griffiths Stadium was named in honor of E. W. “Joe” Griffiths in 1937; now, the 
re-developed and enlarged Griffiths Stadium is being re-dedicated to perpetuate the 
honor. Held in high esteem by thousands of University of Saskatchewan alumni the world 
over, athletes and non-athletes alike, Joe Griffiths was director of athletics at the U of S 
from 1919 to 1951. During that time he rose to prominence in Canada as an outstanding 
ccach in track and field and in swimming and he made an indelible imprint on athletics 
in this country. He helped shape many Saskatchewan teams and individual stars and on 
occasions was made an official on Canada’s Olympic team. His many achievements in 
physical education received national recognition in 1950 when the Canadian Association 
for Health, Physical Education and Recreation conferred on him their honor award of 
the year “for distinguished and meritorious service as a mature leader in his field in 
Canada.” In 1964, he was honored at a reunion of former University of Saskatchewan 
athletes and in 1965 the University conferred on him an honorary doctor of laws degree. 
The citation said in part, “By far his greatest contribution to the University and to its 
larger community has been made through his teaching . . . there are few teachers in 
the history of this University who have exerted a wider or a stronger influence than has 
Joe Griffiths.”

The Pan-American Games, the “Olympics of the Western Hemisphere”, 
are staged every four years, one year prior to the World Olympic Games. 
In 1967, from July 22-August 7, the Pan-American Games will take piace 
in Winnipeg, the first time in the twenty-year history of the Games that 
they have been held in Canada. 

The first Pan-American Games were held in Buenos Aires, Argentina, 
and subsequent Games have been held in Mexico City, Chicago, and Sao 
Paulo, Brazil. The fifth Pan-American Games will not only be larger than 
the four preceding ones, but will also be the largest sporting event ever held 
in North America, larger even than the 1932 Olympics held in Los Angeles. 
In terms of the number of events proposed—a total of 24—the Games will 
be even larger than the summer Olympics held in Tokyo in 1964.

Doug will be remembered in 
Saskatoon for running in the Star-Phoenix road races and record breaking 
mile runs in high school competition while a student at Nutana Collegiate, 
and later the University of Sask. He is presently living in Calgary and is 
employed as a geological engineer with a leading oil company. As chairman 
of the Alberta Branch of the A.A.U. of C., and head coach of the Calgary 
Track Club he is very active in the promotion of track and field. 

Doug brings a wealth of experience into his coaching responsibilities. He 
first represented Canada in the 1954 British Empire and Commonwealth 
Games in Vancouver in the three and the six mile events. Thereafter he 
represented Canada in distance running in the Olympic Games in Melbourne 
and Rome. His greatest achievement in international competition came in 
1959 when in the Pan-American Games in Chicago, he won second place in 
the 10,000 metres and third place in the 5,000 metres.

In 1966 as a member of Canada’s 
British Empire and Commonwealth Games team she won a silver medal 
in the 100 and a bronze medal in the 220 yards event. 

With Winnipeg sprinters Marjorie Turner (co-holder of the 100 yards) 
and Janet Maddin, as well as a number of other fine female sprinters, 
Canada has its strongest ever track team. Saskatonians are in for a real 
thrill when the women’s track events get under way. Canada will be well 
represented at this year’s Pan-Am. Games.

Don Domansky, aged 20, and a third year math student at the 
University of California, Los Angeles, was raised at Port Arthur, 
Ontario. Active in little league baseball, he broke all existing local high 
school sprint records. When he was 16, he reached the all-Ontario high 
school finals in both the 100 yards and in the 220. 

When 17 he won the bronze medal in the 220 yards in the Cana¬ 
dian track and field championships, and gold medals in the 220 and 
quarter mile in the National Age Class Championships. 

In 1965 Don began competing in the U.S. College circuit and 
became recognized as a first class quarter miler as a member of the 
U.C.L.A. track team. Last year he was a member of Canada’s British 
Empire Games Team in Jamaica. He won the bronze medal in the 
440 and also was a member of the 4 x 440 relay team which won 2nd 
place for Canada. (His quarter split time in that last event was 45.3 
secs.) 

Don’s best 440 time to date has been 46.1 seconds and his best 
220 yards 20.9 seconds.

THE METRIC MILE 

Event number 28, the 1,500 metres could prove 
to be one of the feature events of this meet. 
Headlining the field are two Toronto runners Dave 
Bailey of the East York Track Club and Ergas Leps 
of the Toronto Olympic Track Club. Bailey is the 
Canadian record holder for the mile in a time of 
3 59 4 the only Canadian to break the four-minute 
barrier; while Leps holds the 1,500 metre record 
at 3:44.0; and formerly the mile record of 4:01.1. 

Bailey’s coach Fred Foot says that his newest 
prodigy will eventually take up longer races, the 
two and three miles. Leps makes frequent appear¬ 
ances in the 880 and 1,000 yards events. A recent 
publication of Track and Field News placed Leps 
as third best in the world at the 1,000 yards 
indoors this winter with his 2:08.1 victory in the 
Boston A.A. Championships. 

Put these two fine runners along with Alberta’s 
Ray Haswell (4:03.7), British Columbia’s Don Scott 
(4:06.3) and Manitoba’s Bruce Johnson (4:06.1), 
the metric mile could be quite a race.
